After an executive session which 


‘i\astea four hours, the appropriation 


committee of the senate Monday 
afternoon recommended to pass by 
@ vote of 11 to 7 the state income 
tax bill without any limitations on 
the rate of the tax. 

The committee has had the Dill 
under consideration for two 
weeks. The main point in contest 
was the question of whether or not 
to put a constitutional limitation 


on the rate. Last week a subcom- 
mittee consisting of Senators Wal- 


ker, Nix, Jackson, Boykin, Camp- 
bell and Johns was appointed to 
confer with the governor on the 
HMmitation phase. 

In view of the fact that the gov- 
ernor strongly opposed any limita- 
tlons being placed the subcommit- 
tee recommended back that the bill 
pass as drawn. This report was 
adopted by the appropriation com- 
mittee and then the bill was recom- 
mended back to the senate to pass 
by the 11 to 7 vote.

in which they declared themselves 
to be opposed to the passage of the

The bill is in the shape of a con- 
gtitutional amendment and does 
away with the present ad valorem 
gystem of taxation for the state. In 
the place of the ad valorem 
gystem ti provides for a State tax 
gncome tax to be levied on the gross 
earnings of public service corpora- 
tions, the output of corporations 
and private incomes. It was drawn 
at the instigation of Governor Hard- 
wick and introduced in the senate 
by Senator Golucke, of the nine- 
teenth. 

Anh amendment was incorporated 
in the bill by the committee ex- 
empting from taxation the incomes 
of single men which are less than 
$1,000 a year, and married men 
qhich are less than $2,000. 
| Opposed to Limitation. 


| for the adopting of 
nore oie ardwick's views on 
piacing no limitations of the meas- 
ure declared that, as the bill simply 
amended the constitution so°as to 
permit an income tax to be levied, 
a system of limitations on the tax 
rate would be too intricate to be 
feasibly incorporated. They further 
claimed that the future legislatures 
that would fix the amount of the 
tax would act with enough wisdom 
to prevent the tax being excessive. 
Furthermore, they pointed out the 
fact that, as incomes in the state 
waried in times of financial pros- 

erity and financial difficulties, the 
rate should be left flexible so that 
it could be adjusted to meet the 
needs of the state. 

Those recommending that limita- 
tions be placed declared that there 
should be some safeguard for the 
people against the possible action 
of any radical legislature, and that 
the people had the right to know 
what the maximum ameunt of their 
taxes would be. They further claim- 
ed that, as the bill could not be 
adopted until 1923, as it would have 
to go before the people for ratifica- 
tion, final legislative action on it 
should be postponed until next sum- 
mer in order that the objectionable 
features might be smoothed out. 

Senator Jones’ Position. 

Senator John Jones, of the thirty- 
geventh, ted the fight against adop- 
tion in the present form, and in an 
interview gave out the following 
statement on the dangers of hasty 
action on the question: 

. “The proposed constitutional 
amendment to fix an income tax 
upon gross incomes in Georgia, as 
a@ substitute exclusively for the ad 
yalorem tax as a source of revenue 
‘for state expenses, if carried to the 
ends which its authors anticipate, 
will prove so impractical as to re- 
guilt in confusion and calamity for 
the state and inefficiency and 
wreckage of public service.

Practice of Pistol Toting

The rapid succession with which 

sections of the general tax bill 
were being adopted by the house 
of representatives was halted for 
an hour and a half Monday after- 
noon by debate over whether or not 
the professional tax should be 
raised from the present $10 to $15, 
or to $25. The argument grew in- 
tensely warm at times, developing 
into a “lawyer and anti-lawyer’” 
discussion, and when the house ad- 
jJourned at 5:45 o’clock the section 
had not yet been voted on. 
Other measures of importance in- 
corporated in the tax bill were 
speedily passed during the day, the 
section regarding tax on doctors, 
lawyers, dentists and other profes- 
sions being section No. 95. Such 
progress has been made that it is 
expected the bill will be completed 
today. 

The section of the bill about 
which the argument centered would 
raise the license tax on profes- 
sional men from the present $10 to 
$15. An amendment was offered 
by Kittrell, of Laurens, making the 
raise to $25. This amendment was 
voted down, but on the motion of 
Lankford, of Toombs, vote on re-

Says Millions of Dollars

New York, July 25.—Federal au- 
thorities along the Atlantic coast 
redoubled their vigilance over tramp 
ships today following disclosure of 
evidence indicating the existence of 
at least two gigantie international 
whisky smuggling rings, one having 
headquarters in this city and one in 
Atlantic City. 

Aid of the navy department also

Expect Attempt 
Today to Arrest 
Governor Small 


Springfield, Ill., July 25.—Belief 
was expressed here Monday night 
that an attempt to arrest Governor 
Len Small would be made Tuesday 
by Sheriff Henry Mester. 

The governor was indicted last 
week on charges of conspiracy and 
embezzlement of public funds while 
he was state treasurer. 

At 9 o'clock Tuesday morning 
Judge E. N. Smith will rule on the 
contention of the governor’s attor- 
neys that Small, as head of the ex- 
ecutive department of state, is im- 
mune from arrest. The court indi- 
cated that the governor, like any 
other citizen, must bow to the court 
in criminal proceedings.

BRAND IN ATTACK 
ON VICE GOVERNOR 
OF RESERVE BOARD 


Georgia Congressman Un- 
mercifully, Flays Official 
in Speech Monday on 
Floor of Congress. 


PLATT IS DESCRIBED 
“HIGH-BROW OFFICER” 


Brand Resents Criticism 
of Platt’s in Previous 
Speech Rapping Federal 
Reserve System.

Washington, July 25.—(By Consti- 
tution Leased Wire.)—Today Judge 
Charles H. Brand, of ‘the eighth 
congressional district, unmercifully 
flayed Edmund Platt, vice governor 
of the federal reserve board, in a 
speech delivered on the floor of con- 


him from Mr, Platt, one of which 
was that Judgé Brand’s gpeech of 
June 23 “was utterly unworthy of 
you,” and another that he “should 
apologize to Governor Harding.” 

Among other things Judge Brand 
charged that the letter from Vice 
Governor Platt was “full of pride, 
vanity and arrogance,” refers to 
him, “Platt, the imperious,” a “high- 
browed officer,” declared that he 
has little sympathy for the southern 
people, and likens his conduct “to 
the dying mackerel in the sunshine, 
which stinks as it rots and rots as 
it stinks.” 

Judge Brand delivered a speech 
in congress on June 23 criticising 
the functioning of the federal re- 
Serve board severely, declaring that 
it was not being operated to the 
best advantage of the farmers. On 
June 27 he received a letter from 
Mr. Platt which follows in part: 

Platt’s Letter. 

“Dear Mr. Brand: I must say that 
I think your speech on June 23, 
with regard to the farm loan bill 
amendment and especially your at- 
tack on the federal reserve board 


and on Governor Harding were ut- 
terly unworthy of you. You know 


as well as I do that the federal re- 
serve board, even if it had so d2- 
sired, could not have been respon- 
Sible for a world-wide slump in 
prices, 

“Furthermore, I notice with some 
concern for your pgelitical future 
that you are dacidedly at odds with 
the accredited leader of the dem- 
oratic party, former governor James 
M. Cox, of Ohio. Governor Cox 
said in a signed editorial in his 
newspaper (copied in The Waghing- 
ton Post today) that the failura of 
the United States to ratify the 
peace treaty was the chief cause of 
pregssnt economic conditions. 

“Our country is in vastly better 
condition than most South Ameri- 
can countries, and products of those 
countries, like rubber and sugar, 
have fallen much more than cotton 
has fajien from the peak. It may 
interest you*toé know that several 
countries are seeking to establish a 
federal reserve system similar to 
ours and are asking our advice as 
to how to do it. ‘Yet you and Tom 
Heflin and some others are persist- 
ing in declaring the federal reserve 
sytem and th> federal reserve board 
and parti¢dlarly Governor Harding, 
responsible for all our ilis. 

Warns of Reaction. 


“I want to tell you that you are 
going to have these things quoted 


against you in time if you keep 
them up, What would you gain if 
you should succeed in forcing 
Governor Harding out of the federal 
reserve board? Would the south 
thank you for it? Could President 
Harding find a better man? Would 
the south thank you for the appar- 
ent suggestion of assassination in 
your speech? You will find a re- 
action from all this talk in the not 
very distant future—before the next 
primaries come on at any rate. 
“Governor Harding is the hardest 
working member of the federal re- 
serve board, the last man to leave 
every afternoon, and the one man 
whom we bave never yet:been able 
to persuade to take any real vaca- 
tion. He has the best interests of 


the south and of the country very 
much at heart. as I believe you

The new chairman, who will very 
probably be J. L. Phillips, of Thom- 
asville, will be ex-officio member 
of the subcommittee. 

Mr. Phillips has not yet given his 
consent to accept the chairmanship 
of the reorganized state central com- 
mittee, and his selection therefore 
resolves arounc ' his own deci- 
sion in the premises. 

Other names that are being con-.

Hastings, J. L. Rhodes, Walter’! 
Akerman and Dr. W. ¥, Gilliam” — 

With the new state committee and 
new chairman chosen: the official 
recognition of this action by the 
national committee through WNa- 
tional Committeeman Joseph BB.

Weeks Declares Govern- 
ment Cannot Give Horse- 
power Guarantee Asked 
by Detroit Auto King. 


Washington, July 25.—Details of 
Henry Ford's proposals for taking 
over the Muscle Shoals, (Ala.) pow- 
er project and nitrate plant were 
given out today at the war depart- 
ment, and Secretary Weeks said Mr. 
Ford’s tender would have to Tre- 
ceive considerable modification be- 
fore it could be accepted. Mr. Ford 
requires a practical guarantee from 
the government to develop 600,000 
horsepower at Muscle Shoals, which 
cannot be given, the secretary de- 
clared, though his tender is being 
studied by financial and engineer- 
ing experts. There is a possibility 
also, Mr. Weeks added that an of- 
fer for the properties would be 
made from another source. 

The Ford proposals, carefully car- 
ried out into detail, involve money, 
payments to the government suffi-| 
in the hundred-year period _ for 
ch he-easks a lease, and im ‘ad- 
dition, a rental of 6 per cent on the 
same value. Mr. Ford asks further 
expenditures of $23,000,000 to com- 
plete the power and nitrate plants, 
agreeing to make additional pay- 
ments on the same Dasis, Propos- 
ing to use the plants for.the manu- 
facture of nitrates, he agrees to 
hold it in readiness for return to 
the government in case of war and 
to allow its profits to be limited 
to 8 per cent on fertilizers pro- 
duced, in peace time, with the es- 
tablishment of a board of represen- 
tatives of farmers’ organizations to 


supervisé accounts and see that the 
limitation be made effective.

In which the dead should be held. 
This was decided on Monday night 
at a meeting of patriotic organiza- 
tions called by Atlanta post of the} 
Ameérican Legion held in the Cen- 
tral Congregational church. 

Practically all the patriotic soctle- 
ties of the city were represented at 
this meeting. The legionnaires were 
there, the Veterans of Foreign 
Wars, Spanish War Veterans. the 
War Mothers, the Ladies’ auxiliary 
of the American Legion and rep- 
resentatives of patriotic Atlanta as 
a whole. 

The duty of Atlanta to the re- 
turning dead was eloquently out- 
lined by Judge Marcus Beck. “This 
is not common clay that is passing 
through the city,” said the judge. f 
“These are the bodies of men, who 
have made a success of their lives. 
Their dust should be treated with 
the tenderness and veneration that 
their success deserves.” 

Captain J. T. Scanlan, post adjfu- 
tant of Fort McPherson, outlined 
what the army is doing in the han- 
dling of these coffins. The flag 
draped bodies are distributed from 
Atlanta all through the south. Dur- 
ing their brief stay here between 
trains, they are handled by a de- 
tail of picked soldiers under the 
command of a commissioned offi- 
eer. Every attention and tender- 
ness possible is given. 

Captain Scanlan pointed out that 
there would be twenty-three bodies 
passing through Atlanta Wednes- 
day morning and suggested that a 
short service could be held that 
morning at 8:30 o’clock before their 
distribution began.

President Asks Public

Cross to Suggest Ways 
for Help. . 


URGES QUICK ACTION

| Chief Executive Is Alarm- 
ed at Reports of “Semi- 
Famine” in Parts of Cot- 
ton Belt. 


Net Prevalent in Georaia, 
Declares Dr. Abercrombie. 

Dr. T. F. Abercrombie, secre- 
tary of the state board of health, 
in speaking of the situation in 
Georgia, declared that from all 
available reports there was noth- 
ing to indicate any spread of 
pellagra in any part of the state, 

“As a matter of fact,” said Dr. 
Abercrombie, “reports reaching 
my office so far show no indi- 
cations of an increase over the 
number reported during the cor- 
responding period of last year. 
This fact alone refutes rumors 
current to the effect that case 
after case has been cited, Or that 
the situation threatens to assume 
menacing proportions.” 

He added that there were nat- 
urally a number of isolated 
cases throughout the state, but 
that ‘they were well scattered, 


and were far from showing a 
general condition such as has 


been indicated by the federal 
health service report.

Washington, July 25.—Alarmed at 
reports of @ threatened “semi-

Harding today requested béth the 
public health service and the Amer- 
ican Red Cross to make immediate 
investigation and report whatcould 
be done by the federal government 
to relieve the situation, 

The -fullest co-operation of all 
federal agents in. the relief meas- 


ures was promised by the president, 
who declared that if found neces- 
sary congress would be asked to 
pass specia] legislation, He urged 
that no time be lost in ascertain- 
ing the actual conditions and ap- 
plying to them an effective remedy. 

The threat of “famine and plague,” 
the president wrote to the health 
service and the Red Crogs, seemed 
to arise from the fact that depressed 
markets had made it impossible for 
the people of a large section of the 
south to sell their stoekg of cotton. 
The resulting shortage of money, he 
said, apparently had depfived many 
thousands of the variety of food 
necessary to ward off pellagra. 

Letter to Cumming. 

The president, in his letter to Sur- 
geon General Cumming, said: . 

“IT have been greatly concerned to 
note the public statement from the 


ace of pellagra and condition of at 
least semi-famine in a large section 
of the cotton belt. That such a 
conditionis obviously a temporary 
incident to the economic dislocation 
following the war, cannot lessen 
our concérn. Famine and plague 
are words almost forgotten to our 
American vocabulary, save as we 
have learned their meaning in con- 
nection with the afflictions of lands 
less favored, and toward which our 
people have so many times display- 
ed large and generous charity. 


Delay Unthinkable. 

“Immediate and effective meas- 
ures of amelioration are manifestly 
demanded, if conditions even ap- 
proximate the gravity suggested by 
the public health report. It is un- 
thinkable that we shoulé delay for 
a single day the Institution of such 
measures. Therefore, I am writing 
to ask you for the most complete 
possible report that can be made at 
once, provided there is anything to 
add to what you have already made 
publie, and especially for recom- 
mending proper measures to deal 
with the situation. ee 

“I am also writing to Dr. Living- 
ston Farrand, head of the American 
Red Cross, in the same tenor, and 
suggesting that ¢o-operation be- 
tween his organization. and your 
own might be helpful; having in 
mind the need for haste in making a 
full survey and in planning relief 
measures. I wish you both to be as- 
sured of my co-operation and of al) 
aid that can appropriately be given 
through the executive departments, 
and to know that if full information 
parent that legislative action is 
ing be prepared to ask the requisite 
authority from the congress.”

Harding to Outline 
Plan to Aid Farmers _ 
To Congress Today 


Administration Would 
Broaden Powers of War 

Finance Body to Benefit 
Railroads and Farmers. 


WOULD ALSO ENLARGE 
CREDITS FOR EXPORTS 


Proposals President Will 
Make Are Backed by 
Mellon, Hoover and Eu- 
gene Meyer, Jr.

Washington, July 25.—President 
Harding's meseage to congress 
Tuesday, it is learned, will outline 
the politics by which the adminis- 
tration hopes to extend aid to rail- 
roads and the farming industry. 

It is expected also, in the same 
connection, to discuss proposals for 
the extension of credits to facili- 
tate exports. 

The War Finance corporation 
would be the agency through which 
the administration's program would 
be carried out. Its powers wouki 
be broadened to enable it to handle 
bonds ‘of the railroads and make 
greater credits available for farm- 
ing and exporting. Legislation 
would be required for this, 

Relief of the plight of agricul- 
ture and the railroads, and the ex- 
port of surplus commodities, are 
considered by the administration as 
the leading factors in its program 
of domestic rehabilitation. The 
broad purpose is the stimulation of 
all industry and business and the 
removal of the depression under 
which the country has been suffer- 
ing. Linked with it is the revision 
of tax laws and imposition of high- 
er tariffs, enforcement of economies 
and funding of both the domestic 
and foreign debts. 

Much Discussed. 

The proposals the president will 
incorporateé in his message have the 
indorsement of Secretary of the 
Treasury Mellan, Secretary of Com- 
merce Hoover and Eugene Meyer, 
junior director of the War Finance 
corporation. They have been the 
subject of much discussion. 

The profect for railroad finane- 
ing is that when the government 
makes DayMents to. the railroads; . 
the roads would’ give ‘the govern- 
ment Six per cent tén-year. notes 
in exchange: The notes would be 
taken by the War Finance corpor- 
ation, and sold by it; of the cor- 
poration would hold the notes it- 
Self, and float bonds of its own 
to provide the cash. This would 
obviate the nicessity of Sinking ad- 
ditional] appropriations from con- 
gress, and at the same time would 
give the railroads the funds which 
it is thought will benefit the entire 
industrial structure. 

To Eliminate Norris Bill, 

The proposal to assist agriculture 
involves side-tracking the Norris 
bill, which would create a hundred 
million dollar farm export corpora- 
tion. It ig proposed to have this 
business transacted through the 
War Finance corporation. The pow- 
ers of the corporation would be in- 
creased so that it would be able 
to provide more ample credits. The 
provisions of the Norris bill which 
empower the government to buy 
and sell exportable soil products, 
to which the administration has ob- 
jected, would be eliminated. 

A bill has been drawn tO, carry 
out these ideas, and its introduc- 
tion is expected to follow délivery 
of the president's message. An in- 
crease in the capital of the War 
Finance corporation to $750,000,000 
or $1,000,000,000 may be asked, Its 
capital is now half a biilion, and it 
bas authority to issue obligations 
to six times its capital.

$1.25 to $1.50 in the tax rate. “Un- 
der the present rate,” continued Mr. 
Sutton, “there will not be suffi- 
eclent funds to take care of the 
bond issue. In fact, in voting for 
the bonds, it was a question of be- 

ing willing to the tax increase. 

The proposed change provides for 
the new rate to be effective for 
1921, provided that it be submit- 
ted to a vote of the people and 
that the people ratify that action: 
and providing the schools shall re- 
ceive 26 per cent of the gross rev- 
enue of the city, plus the non-resi- 
dent tuition fees and the state 
school fund. 

“This law will give 4 per cent 
ZTOss more to the schools from the 
city’s income, in addition to about 
$260,000 appropriation from the state 
and $14,000 or $15,000 non-resident 
tuition fees, making a total of about 
$175,000 additional. It also pro- 
vides for the city to take care of 
the interest and sinking fund in 
connection with. the bonds, this ex- 
pense not to be charged to the 
school department. 

“In this way the schools will re- 
ceive at least $162,000 in excess of 
what will be spent this year, which 
will help to take care of repairs, 
increase in teaching force, etc.” 

If Referendum Fails. 


‘Tf the referendum fails,” said 
Mr. Sutton, “the result will be that 
we will either be forced to close 
the schools or resort to private sub- 
scription in order to keep them 
open. We might as well not have 
had the bond election if our people 
fail to vote the increase, for we will 
not have money to take care of the 
issue. It simply means we 
nullify all we have done; 
such case we will be obliged to have 
an increased tax rate, much heavier 
than that proposed, in order to meet | 
the city’s current expenses. If the 
increase fails to go over we will 
have to appeal to the Rotarians. 
Kiwanians, the chamber of com- 
merce and other civic organizations 
and patriotic citizens to raise 
funds by private subscription to 
run the schools of Atlanta, else they 
will close. It is much easier to col- 
lect by taxation.” 

Professor Sutton cited the tax 
rates of various other cities the size 
of Atlanta, throughout the country, 
to prove that we have a very low 
tax rate here; and further stated 
that if the rate is increased to $1.50, 
we will actually pay less in taxes 
than last year, when an emergency 
tax was paid in addition to the reg- 
ular rate ci $1.25. ‘ 

“We wart to put this thing over,” 
said Mr. Sutton, “because we want 
to build here a real school system. 
It will be up to the schools to put 
this refreendum over. Let’s get 
together and do. this, that we may 
hav3 a school system we may just- 
ly be proud of.”’ 

During his talk Professor Sutton 
paid a glowing tribute to the At- 
lanta school teachers and to the 
city health nurses for the splendid 
work they are doing in connection 
with the school children of th city.

Part of 
the glow was from pride over the 
way the interior of the Atlanta is 
beginning to: look, part from the 
pride he has in his outlook for good 
shows, and partly from an honest 
set of sunburn acquired on his jour- 
ney by boat from the metropolis.

He will be back in the town he 
loves during the fall, promises Mr. 
Haase, 

The interior of the Atlanta the- 
ater is being completely reworked.

The 
blends of those three tastily-chosen 
colors—cafe au lait, gold and ivory 
—with here and there a glint of 
soft green on the panelling and the 
relief work, already promises an in- 
terior of beauty for the playhouse.

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CONSIDERS TARIFF 


Washington, July 25.—Disagree- 
ment of experts ag to the practica- 
bility of American valuation pro- 
visions, proposed in the Fordney 
tariff bill, marked the first con- 
sideration given the measure today 
by the senate finance committee. 
The committee heard statements by 
Thomas Walker Page, chairman, and 
William Burgess, a member of the 
tariff commission, but their views 
differed widely as to what effect 
the suggested basis of levying im- 
port duties would have on the con- 
sumer on the one hand and on the 
manufacturer and merchant on the 
other. 

Mr. Page contended the néw plan 
meant higher prices on American 
commodities which competed with 
imports subjected to the import tax 
while his colleague on the commis- 
sion held that pyramiding of prices 
was no more likely to result under 
the home value basis than under 
the present system of aesessing du- 
ties on the foreign value. Design- 
edly, the American valuation plan 
is to defeat under valuation of im- 
ports and therefore gather more 
revenue, but the object, Mr. Page 
said, was phantonlike in character 
for the reason that little fraudulent 
Valuation had taken place. Mr, Bur- 
‘'gess submitted figures which he 
declared showed under valuation of 
imports in 1920 to have. been die- 
covered in 25 per cent of all ship- 
ments subject to ad valorem rates. 
Mr. Burgess told the committee 
there was no other method by 
which the government justly could 
levy assessments on imports in 
view of the fluctuating exchange 
rates. He said it wag the only pos- 
sibility of customs officers obtain- 
ing accurate valuation figures on 
imports and that such were vitally 
Important because of their effect 
on the ultimate amount of revenue 
collected. It also would avoid dis- 
crimination in .the tariff rates 
against countries whose money has 
not depreciated and in favor of 
those whose currency is at a low 
eb compared with American money.

Washington, D. C., July 25.—(By 
Constitution Leased Wire.)—The 
War Finance corporation announces 
that a preliminary application has 
been received for an advance on 
5,009 bales of cotton from a Ten- 
nessee exporter. This business 
probably will be arranged through 
the Federal International Banking 
company of New Orleans. 

Eugene Meyer, Jr., managing di- 
rector of the War Finance corpora- 
tion, in connection with the above 
announcement said: 

“I am extremely gratified that 
the Federad International Banking 
company, which is an Edge law 
bank with $7,000,000 subscribed cap- 
ital, formed by 1,400 banking and 
commercial subscriptions from all 
over the south, is finding practical 
ways of co-operating with the War 
Finance corporation. The corpora- 
tion would not hesitate to make 
large advances in addition to those 
already granted to this institution 
which was formed especially to fi- 
nance the orderly marketing of 
southern products for export sale. 

Arrangements have been made by 
which representatives of the bureau 
of markets of the department of 
agriculture will supervise for the 

ar Finance corporation the ware- 
housing and classification of. the 
cotton pledged as security in. con- 
nection with the recent loan. of 
$5,000,000 to the Staple Cotton Co- 
operative asS8ociation, according to 
a statement issued today by = the 
War Finance corporatoin. It was 
stated at the same time that the 
disbursement of the funds to the 
co-operative association a@s the cot- 
ton is inspected, classified, and 
warehoused will be made. through 
the New Orleans branch of the At- 
lanta Federal Reserve bank, the 
Memphis branch of the St. Louis 
Federal Reserve bank, acting as 
the fiscal agent of the corporation. 

“Here is a concrete ilustration.” 
said Mr. Meyer, in making this an- 
nouncement, “of the actual appli- 
cation of the standing policy of the 
corporation to utilize to the fullest 
possible extent the facilities of the 
Other branches of the government 
Service. In this way, we not only 
avoid duplication of work and ma- 
chinery, but the corporation is en- 
abled to conduct its operations with 
the minimum expense and the max- 
imum protection. As soon- as the 
loan to the Staple Cotton Co-opera- 
tive aSeociation was approved, the 
co-operation of the department of 
agriculture was sought and was 
readily granted.

160,000 Victims, 


Latest reports received by the 
Public health service were said to 
indicate that pellagra this year in 
the cotton belt would claim about 
100,000 victims, of whom it was esti- 
mated 10 per cent would die. 

“That pellagra would show a 
heavy increase this year was fore- 
seen last fall when the cotton mar- 
ket failed,” said a statement issued 
by the health service. “Most Amer- 
ican cotton is raised on shares by 
tenant farmers who are ‘carried’ by 
the land-owning planters for about 
Six months each year, during which 
they are provided with food and 
clothes for themselves and their 
families, to be paid for when their 
crop is sold in the fall. Last year’s 
crop, however, is still unsold, and 
neither tenant nor planter has re- 
ceived the money on which they had 
depended. The planters are almost 
moneyless and unable to obtain fur- 
ther credit from the banks, which 
are already hard-pressed. Neverthe- 
less, the tenants must be carried 
till next fall, with no assurance that 
the cotton market will come back 
even then. 


Cheaper Foods, 


“Inevitably there is pressure all 
down the line, and the tenants, 
whose credit has reached to the dis- 
appearing point, are obliged to live 
on the cheapest foods _ possible. 
These foods, salt pork, corn meal 
and molasses, valuable as they are 
when balanced by other foods, lack 
certain elements that are absolutely 
essential to the maintenance of 
health. And the other foods are be- 
yond the purses of the tenants. 

“Conditions have been getting 
steadily worse for months, and the 
cumulative effect is becoming seri- 
ous. It takes about five months of 
this particular kind of semi-starva- 
tion before pellagra begins to mani- 
fest itself, but after that it does so 
with appalling rapidity. This sec- 
ond stage is now well under way.” 

The public health services in its 
statement issued prior to receipt of 
President, Harding’s letter, suggest- 
ed two remedies—to help.the vic- 
tims directly and to help them to 
help themselves, former of which 
was said to be the only one immedi- 
ately applicable.

THE FULL VALUE PLAN. 

A. few days ago The Constitu- 
tion editorially called attention to 
the fact that Michigan recently 
floated a fifteen million dollar 
state bond issue, the bonds, of 20 
years maturity, being sold, accord- 
ing to the Associated Press, “as 
soon as the subscriptions were 
open.” 

In a communication ‘published 
today, James A. Metcalf contends 
that the reason why those bonds 
were so attractive is that “Mich- 
igan some years ago placed her 
system of assessing property and 
collecting taxes upon a thorough- 
ly sound basis,” assessing all 
property at its full value, thus 
making its tax levy correspond- 
ingly low. 

North Carolina, with less pop- 
ulation and dess wealth than 
Georgia, is also working on the 
full assessment basis, ang has 
just appropriated $450,000 an- 
nually for the maintenance and 
development of its state univer- 
sity, while we are starving ours. 

Michigan, of practically the 

same size as Georgia, has no dif- 
ficulty whatsoever in disposing of 
$20,000,000 worth of state bonds 
in a time of universal business 
“glepression and of timidity on the 
part of capital. 
One of the troubles with Geor- 
gia is that we are fooling our- 
selves in taxing property at a fic- 
titious value. 

All property ought to be as- 
sessed at its full value, as is done 
in North Carolina, Michigan and 
other states. To do otherwise is 
to put a premium on false returns, 
because if the assessment is less 
than the full value every property 
owner in every community moves 
according to his own individual 
standard and it thus becomes im- 

ssible to levy taxes on a uni- 

rm basis. 

‘Both Michigan and North Caro- 
lina say, in effect: “We are not 
going to fool oursalves, nor he 
fooled in the matter of tax re- 
turns; every citizen, rich or poor, 
must walk up to the ‘lick-log,’ 
make a clean show-down of what 
he owns and pay taxes on a true 
and not on a fictitious valuation 
of his property.” 

Under such a system the bur- 
den of government is fairly and 
equitably distributed. Every prop- 


' . erty owner is treated alike, and 


‘there is no back-firing, and, as 
Mr. Metcalf points out, “the total 
assessed valuation of property 
goes to comparatively colossal fig- 
ures, but the rate of taxation 
comes down.” 

No tax-payer can say he is pay-

The last re- 
port of the United States Bureau of 
Education shows Georgia’s rank 
among the states.

Georgia stands thirty-fifth, only 
seven places from the bottom. 
Geormpia’s total present annual ex- 
penditures for all higher education 
within its borders is $445,000 less 
than the annual expenditure for 
chewing gum. : 
In 1920, the state of Georgia had 
2,000 schools which were either 
closed or manned by teachers who 
were under standard. No other state 
in the Union has so poor a record. 


Other southern states are able to 
support their universities. North 
Carolina appropriated this year 
$1,490,000 for new university build- 
ings and provided $500,000 a year 
for maintenance. 
in addition $300,000 to the women’s 
college, and raised its appropria- 
tion to the agricultural college to 
$600,000 for the next two years. 

Louisiana has cared for her state 
university by a two per cent tax on 
the natural resources of the state 
which will amount to over $3,500,000 
a year for four years, and is prepar- 
ing to provide a one mill tax for 
maintenance after that time. 

The Arkansas state legislature of 
1921 raised the tax for the support 
of the university from four-ninths 
of a mill to-one mill. 

In the past ten years, the state 
of Georgia has given $10,000 for the 
eréction of new university bulld- 
ings. During that time the number 
of students has increased from 654 


to 1,262. 


The demands on the university 
Plant and equipment have therefore 
doubled, and only $10,000 has been 
appropriated for enlargement. 

From the returns of a canvas of 
state universities, it appears that 
Georgia foots the list for building 
expenditures during the last’ ten 
years. Her nearest competitor was 
Kentucky, whose expenditure was

I shall not discuss the starvation 
methods that have been adopted to- 
ward the professors — instructors 
starved for the finer things of fife, 
and scores of them remaining only 
through their loyalty and devotion, 
hoping against hope that some day 
the challenge would be*met, and 
Georgia’s assembly would find a 
way to do its duty. 

These conditions obtain in the 
face of the greatest call for service 
the state has made upon the uni- 
versity for decades. 

Georgia has recently made tre- 
mendous strides in high-school ed- 
ucation. In 1909 there were only 
94 graduates of four-year high 
schools. This year there will be be- 
tween four and five thousand—an 
increasing percentage of whom are 
seeking a university education. 

This growth in the demand for 
college education is nation-wide, 

Within the last five years the 
increase in attendance at twenty- 
two publicly-supported universities 
has been 52,019. 

It is conservatively estimated 
that Georgia will be called on to 
care for an increase of from four 
to five hundred per cent within the 
next thirty years. 

Vision in affairs of state, leader- 
ship in business, agriculture, and 
the professions, is dependent on 
university training and influence as 
never before in the history of our 
country. 

Georgia cannot deny her young 
men and women their opportunity. 
But if she is not to do so, she must 
have more dormitories, more class- 
rooms, more teachers, more money.

On Fall Valuation 


Editor Constitution: “Georgia 
should take heed of Michigan's éx- 
ample.” > 

I heartily second this closing 
statement of your Saturday editorial 
on “Michigan and Georgia’—not be- 
cause I am a-native of Michigan and 
always proud of the old home state, 
but because I happen to know some- 
thing of the situation in that state, 
and I believe I can tell readers of 
The Constitution just why fiscal con- 
ditions there are so excellent and 
also why Michigan bonds are in such 
demand. ‘ 

The fundamental reason is all 
comprehended in the one fact that 
the state of Michigan some years 
ago placed her system of assessing 
property and collecting taxes upon a 
thoroughly sound basis. Although I 
have not reSided in Michigan for 
some twenty years, it happens that 
my father, Festus R. Metcalf, has 
been for a number of years connected 
with the Michigan state tax commis-

cal trips back to the old home’! 


have been able to obtain some con- 
sikijerable information concerning the 
admirable working of the system 
there in vogue. 

As ré@cently as last Wednesday, 
July 20, I took it upon myself to ad- 
dress a letter to Hon. Herbert Clay, 
president of the Georgia state sen- 
ate, calling his attention to this very 
matter, in the hope that it would 
cause some of our state solons to 
start thinking along new lines con- 
cerning’ taxation. 

“All tax reforms in poy will 
fall short of proper relief and the 


attainment of justice for al) citizens 
until the law provides that all prop- 
erty shall be assessed at its actual 
value.’”’ 

This was the statement with which 
I began my letter to Mr. Clay. I 
also expressed the opinion that it 
would richly repay the state of Geor- 
gia to appoint a small commission 
of competent men to study the full 
value assessment plan of Michigan. 


So long as property may be assess- 
ed at two-thirds or any fraction of 


its actual value the door is left wide 
open fer the entrance of favoritism 
and injugtice. There is in effect a 
Sort of “sliding scale.’ Assessment 
under those. conditionsis a matter of 
estimate. But when the law once 
Says that property must be assessed 
at its sale value, all doubt disap- 
pears, all estimates are discarded, all 
favoritism vanishes. Tne element of 
sale value is easily ascertained by 
reference to actual sales in a given 
locality and it then offers a fixed 
assessment value.in all cases. 

Under the system, or lack of sys- 
tem, now prevailing in this state the 
small property holder is usually as- 
sessed at the maximum and big 
property escapes bearifg its just 
proportion of taxation. There are 
thus millions of “concealed taxes”. in 
the state. 

When the actual value asgessment 
plan is adopted in good faith there 
is little objection to it. It has work- 
ed admirably in Michigan. Large 
corporations in that state have had 
their assessments boosted to the ex- 
tent of a cool million dollars at one 
fell swoop, but have taken it in good 
patt. Why? Because they know 
that under this system everybody is 
justly assessed on the same basis. 
The total assessed valuation of prop- 
erty goes to comparatively colossal) 
figures, but the rate of taxation 
comes down. 


The Michigan law was further 


’ buttressed by the creation of a state 


tax commission possessing plenary 
powers. If not satisfied with the as- 
sessmentg returned in any county by 
the county assessor the commission 
has the power and authority to send 
its own experts into that county and 
assess every piece of property in it. 
This is often done—not always be- 
cause the commission discredits vali- 
ues returned by the county assessor, 
but rather for the purpose of setting 
a standard and securing a uniform 
operation of the law throughout the 
state. 


You cannot get away with the 


Michigan property and 
them away to another state. Vigi- 
lant experts are soon on your trail, 
and in this manner hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars’ worth of taxes have 
been compulsorily disgorged. 

It is no wonder that Michigan

Editor Constitution:, Volumes are 
being written about the financial 
condition of Georgia and of Atlanta

This deputy 
could do all the work with a little 
help which would cost, perhaps, $100, 
thus saving the county $2.500 in this 
one office aloné, or $220,000 for the 
state. 

Think of the Vast saving to the 
state if eimilar economies were prac- 
ticed in each state and county office.

School Days. 


School days, crue] days, sad old 
maiden rule days, can't whisper nor 
fidget nor get a drink, just sit in 
your seat like a hunk of zinc— 
Surely no place for normal boys, 
even mere children must make some 
noise! If we must go to schoo] let's 
go to schools taught by mothers of 
regular boys! be 

Old maids—wheénever father says 
anything about old maids and 
schools he gets a good scolding from 
several teachers—but I’m Saving 
this, myself, though in a way father 
is to blame for me, I asunppose—old 
maids may be comparativelv harm- 
less aa teachers for college students. 
but their potency for harm varies 
inversely with the age of the chil- 
dren they teach, and so the last 
place to put an old maid is in charge 


of a room or, class of little boys| 


or. children. If any old maid is 
Such an old m@id as to consider 
herself offended by this, father will 
be glad to confer with her about 
her grievance. 

Trouble with too many teachers 
of youngsters is that they are old 
maidish, irrespective of years. Some 
teachers start in at the tender age 
of 18 or 21 as full-fledged old maids; 
some achieve this deplorable state 
of mind after severa] years of 
teaching; sOme never will become 
Old. maids because they are not of 
that temperamens<. 


Mothers should be given the pref- 
erence as teachers of little children. 
A mother knows better than to in- 


flict the cruelty of silence or im- 
mobility for hourg at @ time on a 
youngster. An old maid doeg not 
understand. She thinks it is right 


-and proper for little boys and girls 


to sit like so many hunks of zinc, 
and she generally considers it a 
crime for a pupil to whisper or to 
make any littl nolse—and the 
teacher who considera whispering 
and ordinary noises of many chil- 
dren confined in one room abnor- 
mal] certainly has the wrong sort 
of training for her job. no matter 
where or how she acquired it. 

When is the right time to start 
a boy or girl in school? At 5, 6, 7, 
8? It all depends on the teacher. 
If she is of the czaristic tempera- 
ment, given to punishing children 
for such normal acts ag whispering 
fidgeting -or making noise, 8 
years is early enough. If the teach- 
er has a little human understand- 
ing, a little of the motherly feel- 
ing, and doesn’t practice such cruel- 
ties on her flock, then the age of 6 
is about right. 1 am speaking now 
of regular primary school, not of 
kindergarten. It is all right to be- 
gin sending the baby to kindergar- 
ten for an hour a day at the age 
of 3 years, and maybe for two hours 
when the baby is 4 years old, but 
never longer than two hours, if you 
wish to give the baby the most in 
the way of education. 

Our schools throughout the coun- 
try, with some happy exceptions 
here and there, are still far behind 


the times in*’the matter of disci- 
pline, For instance, a high school 
preceptress still punishes pupils who 
so far forget her austere dignity 
as to whisper in her presence— 
makes them remain after school a 
la old mald—but when she catches 
a pupil cheating in an examination 
inflicts no punishment whatever. 
Wrong temperament. Ought to be 
pensioned off when they become old 
maids. Anyhow, it ian’t fair to in- 
flict them on us little fellers.

UNLIMITED INCOME TAX 
MEASURE IS FAVORED

should say only those things which 


‘they know, in facts and peered, I 


have DBeen quietly studyin the 
state’s problem of finance and taxa- 
tion with a view towards learning, 
not merely what I would wish to 
know in accordance with my per- 
sonal views and desires, but what 
would contribute towards conclu- 
sions that would reflect undying 
credit upon the present administra- 
tion and would bring everlasting 
benefits to the whole people of 


wa Sa 

“We are in grave danger of rush- 
ing into disaster with the single 
vision of a cow ora chicken. The 
cow or chicken, terrorized by. 
speeding automobile, sees nothi 
but the danger, loses sight of the 
open ground on both sides of the 
road, is robbed by fear of all sénse 
of practical direction, and often- 
times rushes headlong: into the very 
danger from which it wishes to 
escape. 

“There will be no lasting glory 
for the general assembly and no 
permanent benefits for the state in 
an emergency measure for tempo- 
rary relief, especially when that 
emergency measure cannot possibly 
bring direct results and the tempo- 
rary relief which is desired. he 
proposed constitutional amendment 
cannot bring any results, any reve- 
nue through such an income tax, 
before 1923 at the earliest. 

Answers in Negative. 


“But when such results would 
be realized, what would they be? 
Would they be what the state needs? 
The clear mental reaction after 
calm consideration and study of 
the facts must be in the negative. 

“Let’s lose sight of even the rights 
of corporations and industries with 
incomes which would come within 
the rang? of the proposed measure. 
Let’s consider nothing except the 
object in view, revenue enough to 
keep the state’s treasury in funds. 

“One question and the single in- 
evitable answer very nearly cover 
the ground: Are the state’s ex- 
penses from year to year approxi- 
mately uniform? Yes; undoubted- 
ly the state’s expenses are approxi- 
mately uniform from year to year, 
therefore there must bs something 
like a system of uniform revenues 
in order that the state’s institutions 
may not be rolling in luxury and 
extravagance on: year and falling 
into the inefficiency and wreckage 
of poverty the next year. 

“Everybody knows that corpora- 
tions and wealthy interests have, 
nothing like uniform incomes, either 
net or gross, from year to yeas. In 
the fat years their incomes are 
large, but there are lean years in 
which the incom2s shrink. I know 
eorporations in Georgia which made 
millions of dollarg in 1919 and hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars in 
1920, yet will lose millions of dol- 
lars—are losing millions of dollars 
in 1921. That is figuring on net 
income, and it means that the dlf- 
ference between their gross incomes 
of 1919 and 1921 is an enormolus per- 
centage which, translated into vari- 
ations in revenue for the state un- 
der th’3 proposed gross income tax, 
would make the proposition as a 
revenue system absolutely prepos- 
terous. 

“And don’t forget that It would be 
difficult to elect a legislature which 
would not appropriats out all of 
the revenue in sight the fat 


years! 
Would Be Higher.” 

. “Oh!” you exclaim, “but the rate 
could be changed from year to year.’ 
That would mean that the2 rate for 
1921, when the business interests 
are in stagnation and most of them 
could not liquidate and many of 
them barely can raise money to pay 
interest on their d2bts, would be 
Several times as high as it was jn 
1919 when they were ospering. 
It would be directly in conflict 
with the consistent natures and r2g- 
ulations of business enterprises. 

“The state’s revenues would be 
far from uniform and would result 
in confusion and disaster in ave- 
nues of public service and govern- 
ment, or, if the revenues under the 
System were forced into uniformity 
by vast changes in rates from year 
to year, the business interests of 
the state would be kept in confu- 
sion, and wreckage among . them 
would result in muche«hardship to 
the public. 

“This igs°“not theory. It ts the ac- 
ceptance of practical facts as they 
are in Georgia. 

“To substitute the gross income 
tax system entirely, or to any large 
extent, for the ad valorem tax sys- 
tem as a source of state revenues, 
will mé@an inevitably disaster for 
the state, 

“There is only one solid founda- 
tion for state revenues. It ig the 
ad valorem tax. That is not say- 
ing that corporations and persons 
with large incomes would have any 
right to object to a moderate tax 
upon net incomes in order to take 
care of any deficit after a fair and 
just administration of the ad va- 
lorem tax. But there is not an in- 
telligent man or woman in Geor- 
gia who does not know beyond a 
shadow of doubt that an equitable

System Has Been at Fault. 


“That this system has been at 
fault and has not fulfilled the re- 
quirements is no excuse for the 
adoption of a system which would 
be more difficult to handle and 
would be not only unjust but un- 
practical and calamitous. 

“The failure of the right system 
in any matter ie no excuse for the 
adoption of a wrong system which 
would be more difficuk to make 
successful. 

“Facte as to conditions in Geor- 
gia and figures as to circumstances 
and propositions prove conclusively 
that the only solution of our prob- 
lem is to correct the faults in our 
present tax equalization system and 
thus render the ad valorem tax fair 
and just to all people and inter- 
ests, as well as commensurate with 
with caution along the lines of any 
special or discriminatory tax to 
take care of such further require- 
ments as may remain in the state’s 
finances. 

“T wish that those big men all 
around us would emphasizé the ut- 
ter impracticability of the éxclu- 
sive gross ineome tax as a per- 
manent solution of our financial 
problem and its conspicuous hope- 
lessness ae a source of uniform rev- 
enue. I wish, too, that all of us 
would stop before it is too late and 
realize that to adopt a complicated, 
irregular, impractical system and 
create still another new, intricate 
state department as a substitute for 
an equitable, practical system mere- 
ly because the fair, practical sys- 
tem has faults which have not 
been remedied, instead of placing 
all hande to the task and correct- 
cutting off the right hand merely 
because it has a sore finger on the 
theory that the left hand can be 
trained to write just as well within 
the course.of years. 

“The time will come when the 
left hand will wish that it had the 
right hand there to know what it 
is doing—in fact, to take oyer the 
job and redeem the irregularities of 
the indelible record.”

of the national committee. 

The new state central committee 
to be chosen at the conference, 
together with its chairman, énii 
dubcommittees to which will be 
delegated the control of party af- 
fairs in the state, will continue only 
until the regular state republican 
convention meets next year, as pre- 
scribed by the party rules. 

At that convention, to which coun- 
ty and district delegates will be 
chosen as usual. a new committee 
and chairman will be elected in the. 
usual and recular order to serve 
until 1924, and. so on. 

Planned for South. 


One significant fact attached to 
the outcome of the conference 
is that it is the purpose of 
President Harding, the titular head 
of the national republican organi- 
zation, and also that of the national 
committee, to test out the experi- 
ment of reorganizing the state par- 
ty organization in Georgia on a 
basis of white supremacy and non- 
factionalism, and if the experiment 
works toward the ideals sought, the 
same plan will be applied to other 
southern states eo that there shall 
be a compléte new system of rep- 
resentation at national conventions 
in the future, with the correspond- 
ing elimination of the various 
“black and tan,” and “lilly white” 
delegation contests, which ,have 
heretofore been one of the most se- 
rious problems confronting the pre- | 
convention eessions of the national 
committee. 

The national committee has al- 
ready provided that in the future 
no person shall participate in any 
republican convention, state, dis- 
trict or county, except regularly 
qualified voters, and that repre- 
sentation to the national convention 
shall be based upon the republican 
vote of 1920 by congressional dis- 
tricts, the new unit eliminating all 
district delegates from Georgia ex- 
cept in five of the twelve districts. 

Throughout the south district del- 
egates have thus been cut out of 
a majority of the districts in each 
state; South Carolina and Missis- 
sippi, to illustrate, losing one of 
their district delegates in the fu- 
ture. 

For White Supremacy. 

Thie action, taken by the national 

committee in May, was to elim- 
inate racial contests in the future, 
place the party machinery in the 
respective southern states entirely 
in the thands of the whites; and, 
in fact, was the national commit- 
tee’s preliminary step to its own 
work of reorganizing the party or- 
ganizations in the various states of 
the so-called black belt. 
' ‘Those who will attend by invita- 
tion the Georgia conference 
are Supposed nox to be office hold- 
ers, office seekers, present or for- 
mer factionalists, or related to or 
as#ociated with office seekers. 

This instruction was specifically 
given by the national committee to 
the faction chiefs who were asked to 
submit names from which the invi- 
tation list could be compiled. 

That there are indirect office 
seekers who wil] attend by invita- 
tion, however, there is no question, 
though their applications for fed- 
eral positions have not heretofore 
been filed in Washington, otherwise 
thex would not be eligible to today’s 
conference. 

It is also a fact that no patronage 
slate in Georgia has been prepared, 
even tentatively, with any authority 
of the national committee, or the 
president or any members of his 
cabinet. 

Several slates have been made 
from time to time, and given out as 
having the necessary endorsements 
to make the appointments assured, 
but President Harding stated firmly 
at the beginning of the Georgia re- 
organization plang that no presiden- 
tial appointments would be made or 
considered in Georgia until after the 
reorganization had been completed. 

It is the purpose of the national 
committee that no one person shall 
be the state patronage referee: and

atfer first receive the recommenda- 
tion of the new executive sub-com-

And from the 
eligible lists the new executive sub- 
committee will make its determining 
recommendations. 

The Status of Johnson. 

There is considerable speculation 
as to the status of National Commit- 
teeman Henry Lincoln Johnson, of 
Georgia, who {gs the only negro on 
the committee, In the present rad- 
ical party shake-up. 

He was chosen by the national 
convention and only the same body

COMMITTEE TURNS 
10 TAX REVISION 


Washington, July 25.—Plans for 
buildiig a new tax law took more 
definite form today as preparations 
were completed for the actual be- 
ginning tomorrow of revision of the 
revenue laws by the house ways and 
méans committee. 

President Harding heard details 
of what house leaders propose to 
do from Chairman Fordney, of the 
committee, during the day and in- 
formation leaked out indicating that 
the thrge-cent postage stamp might 
be resorted to as a& revenue pro- 
ducer. The return to the threée- 
cent stamp was understood to’ have 
been discussed at the conference 
Saturday between Secretary Mellon 
and Mr. Fordney and other repub- 
lican members of thé ways and 
means committee. The suggestion 
will be taken up with the post of- 
fice department before any § fur- 
ther moves are made, however, it 
was stated. 

In the search for methods of raisa- 
ing around four billion dollars a 
year, members of the committee 
were declared to have talked also 
of a stamp tax on bank checks, but 
that suggestion was understood to 
have been frowned on by the treas- 
urs. Other stamp tax proposals 
may get some consideration in the 
committee, but members said cane 
clay they feared the reaction from 
them. 

Mr. Mellon, it was said, had told 
the committee he was opposed to 
the use of any kind of gales tax 
to supplant the excess profits levy, 
which, it is conceded, will be aban- 
doned.' He was represented as be- 
ing favorable to a flat tax on core 
porations, believing that such a@ tax 
would offset losses due to the con- 
templated repeal of the profits and 
some minor assessments. 

Committee leaders declared they 
believed the corporation tax would 
take the form of a fifteen per cent 
levy on incomes with the exemption 
of $2,000 now in effect abolished. 
Representative Longworth, repub- 
lican, of Ohio, who has a bill mak- 
ing such provisions, said the cor: 
poration tax would yield around 
half a billion dollars @ year. Mr. 
Longworth’s bill also Would reduce 
the higher surtaxes on incomes, 
and his plan in this reapect was 
said to have the treasury secre 
tary’s approval. 

The opening session of the hear- 
ings tomorrow will include discus- 
sion of about all phases of reévi- 
sion, according to the calendar 
posted tonight by the committee. 
Mr. Fordney said he would insist 
on concluding the open sessions in 
four days. e believed the house 
would get the measure in about 
three weeks, but other house lead- 
ers, including Representative Mann, 
republican, of Illinois, said the bill 
could not be put into shape. that 
quickly.

“In the first place, I don’t con- 
sider that you have the right to lec- 
ture me in regard to my speech de- 
livered last Thursday on the floor 
of the house of representatives be- 
eause I said nothing about you per- 
Sonally, and nothing. about Gov- 
ernor Harding personally. On the 
contrary, I was cautious not to do 
so. My purpose was not to make 
any personal references whatever 
to any member of the board, much 
a to Governor Harding and your- 
self. 
“A careful and impartial reading 
of this speech will show that =I 
was ae in general with or- 
ganized bodies, including the bank- 
ing and currency committeeg of the 
house and senate, the Federal Re- 
serve board and the republican 
party. These references express my 
honest conviction, whether it meets 
with the board’s approval or not, 
and whether your criticism is just 
or not. The people of my district 
are in a terrible condition. This in- 
cludes both the white and colored 
people, particularly the tenant 
class. I do not mean to gay, how- 
ever, that it does not also include 
the people who are land owners. 
Many people are without homeg and 
without provisions to feed _ their 
families. They tried to make this 
ear’s crop hungry and half clothed. 
Many farmers have been forced into 
The accumulations of 
a life time have been .swépt away 
and destroyed on account ef the 
sudden slump in the price of cot- 
ton running it down to from 45 
cents to 10 centg a pound. This 
caused thousands and thousands of 
dollars to be lost by many of my 
own constituents. I honestly  be- 
lieve that this great reduction in 
the price of cotton has destroyed 
the values. of at_least 90 per cent 
of the property owners of my dis- 
trict. The future is ominous and 
dark and I can see in it but little 
ray of hope for recovery in the fu- 
ture, and, up to date, not a single 
thing has been done for the south- 
ern people. The western farmers 
have been taken care of not only by 
the emergency tariff bill, but by 
the efforts of Secretary Melion, and 
as [I understand, arrangements 
made with your board whereby 
fifty million dollars has been made 
available for the cattle growers of 
the west, the* southern cotton 
grower has not been given the con- 
sideration to which he ig entitled, 
and it is useless to dispute this 
fact.

Denies Usury. 


“The banks in my section of the 
state are not guilty of the charges 
as set forth in your postscript. So 
far as my knowledge goes, the 
banks in my section ar: not charg- 
ing usurious rates. They are not 
violating the usury laws of Geor- 
gia. Idon’t know of a single bank 
who charges theagrioultural people 
over 8 per cent per annum, this be- 
ing the lawful rate in Georgia.

“I am thoroughly convinced that 
the federal reserve system can’t 
operate properly or in accordance 
with the ideas of its proponents if 
there is a big profit in rediscount- 
ing. In your own state, with the 
banks loaning at 8 per cent and bor- 
rowing from the reserve bank at 6 
per cent, there is still too much 
temptation to loan for the sake of 
the 2 per cent profit, though as the 
country banks are now all loaded 
with back loans, I don’t think the 
temptation can now be said to be 
operative. 

Char Extertion. 


“Just a word as to the rate at 
the country banks in Georgia. Isn’t 
it true that those banks often 
charge the farmer 16 per cent? 
Here's their game, as I have heard 
fit stated by several people who are 
in & position to know: <A farmer 
comes in to borrow $1,000. The 
bank Says ‘All right, you can have 
it at 8 per cent.’ Then the farmer 
signs his name for six months and 
the bank discounts KH, giving him 
credit for $1,000, less $80, or $90. 
Now, they cal] that 8 per cent, but 
it realy is 16 per cent. Such out- 
rageous extortion Ought to be 
stopped, anyway, and it seems to 
me that 8 per cent is too high for an 
old eastern state, one of the original 
thirteen states, like Georgia. Fed- 
eral reserve rates have nothing to 
do with the rates the farmers pay. 
When the reserve rates were 4 per 
cent and 5 per cent, the country 
banks got their 8 per cent and 186 
per cent just the same.

“Dear Judge Brand: I go a little 
further into the general subject. 
Where did the attacks on Governor 
Harding and the board originate? 
Weren't they originally republican 
propaganda, put out during the elec- 
tion campaign last fall? Didn’t a 
good part of their’ circulation 
come from The Manufacturers’ 
Record, of Baltimore, the editor 
of which is a_ée republican? I 
happen to know _i that for a 
little while some of this propa- 
ganda was found in republican pub- 
licity items, but there were some 


prominent republicans who consid- 


ered it unfair and unwise and did 
what they could to stop it. Whether 
as a result of their efforts or not 
northern newspapers made very lit- 
tle use of these ° criticisms, but 
through The Manufacturers’ Rec- 
ord they continued to obtain wide 
circulation in the south. It was 
certainly a queer situation that 
what was originally republican 
propaganda had most of its influ- 
ence among democrats, or at least 
in democratic states. But alréady 
a number of publications have 
changed their tone and are giving 
the federal reserve system credit 
for preventing a panic, which would 
have been far worse in its result 
than anything that has taken place, 
and it seems to me clear that propa- 
ganda of such origin isn’t going to 
be always popular in the south. 

“Perhaps the latest war finance 
proposition, announced in. this 
morning’s paper, will give the help 
needed. I don’t know how far it 
is wise to advise farmérs to con- 
tinue to hold:-cotton. Nobody can 
tell what will happen in Europe 
and the price depends largely on 
foreign selling, and it looks to me, 
with the British coal strike over, as 
if stability ought gradually to re- 
turn, and with it an increased de- 
mand for cotton. When the politi- 
cal risk of socialistic upheavals, 
etc., is lessened, the Edge corpora- 
tions will begin to function on a 
larger scale and that will help. One 
of them is already doing very well.” 

“EDMUND PLATT.” 
Parts of Speech. 2 

Judge Brand’s speech delivered to- 
day is presented below in part: 

“The article and provisions of the 
constitution provide: ‘They (the 
senators and representatives) shall 
in all cases, except treason, felony 
and breach of the peace, be priv- 
ileged from arrest during their at- 
tendance at the session of their re- 
spective houses, and in going, to 
and returning from the same: and 
for any speech or debate in either 
house, they (the senato and rep- 
resentatives) shall not be’ question- 
ed in any other place.’

iance thereto. My charge is, he 

s guilty of a grave infraction of 
the constitution of the United 
States, which he, with uplifted 
hand, has solemnly eworn he would 
support. I charge him with being 
guilty of this offense through ig- 
norance, or, if with knowledge, for 
want of respect of the constitu- 
tion and in utter disregard for the 
sacredness of his oath. ' 


House Might Fine. 


‘T have no doubt in my mind 
that Mr. Platt’s letter comes square- 
ly within its provisions. This be- 
ing true, I contend that this house 
has the right first to direct that 
Mr. Platt appear before the bar of 
the house for writing this letter, 
and second, that the house has full 
authority if it chooses to exercise 
it, te issue a decree against Mr, 
Platt either for censure, reprimand 
and probably to fine for contempt. 

“I do not believe that Mr. Platt 
was sincere when he wrote the last 
letter, because it does not take the 
sting out of his first letter, and Mr. 
Platt knows it. His profession of 
friendship for me as set forth there- 
in is likewise insincere. To my 
mind, it has the taint of Judas. 

“No individual with the proper 
sense of decency would ‘indict such 
a letter to one whoclaims he is a 
friend. 

“No member of congress Or ex- 
member of. congress who has the 
proper conception of the true in- 
stincts of a gentleman would volun- 
tarily send such a communication 
to one of his colleagues. 

“No government officer holding an 
appointment under the president of 
the United States, and in One of the 
greatest institutions of the govern- 
ment, who has any intelligent re- 
gard for the proprieties of his posi- 
tion, or who has that high sense 
of hontér becoming one holding such 
a position, would so debase himself. 

Evidenee of Duress. 

“The truth is, this letter is an 
evidence of duress or intimidation, 
or at least undue influence which 
may have been heretofore put into 
operation and brought to bear Over 
members of this house in regard to 
pending legislation, particularly 
over members of the various com- 
mittees. I do not make this charge 
and yet this letter b pon its 
face this deduction. Such influ- 
ences, if sought to be exercised, can 
never be proved, because it is like 
the undertow of the ocean surf—it 
can be felt but cannot be seen. 

“His letter is full of pride,- vanity 
and arrogance. The idea that a rep- 
resentative in congress should be 80 
fearless as to criticise the policies 
of the federal reserve board, is a 
monstrous proposition to Mr. Platt. 
He would punish those of us who 
criticise his acts, as members of 
parliament were punished in the 
days of Elizabeth. Threats and 
intimidation are his weapons. 

“I attribute much of this ugly 
phase of the vice governor’s character 
to the positiongwhich he now occu 
pies, and also to the unprecedente 
majority which the republican par 
ty had over the democratic party in

New York, July 25.—A growing

This was supple- 
mented by an increase of loca! short 
selling based on the weather and 
by pressure from the south under 
which prices yielded easily and in: 
the afternoon October reached 12.21 
and December 12.62, which was 42 
points down from the close of Sat- 
urday. This represented a decline 
of practically $5 a bale from the 
levels which prevailed at the be- 
ginning of last week, but — still 
about 100 points over the lowest 
prices reached on the decline sev- 
eral weeks ago. 

_ The reason for today’s change in 


improving weather conditions in the 
south and two private condition fig- 
ures, both of which Indicated less 
deterioration since the last govern- 
ment report than had been expect- 
ed in view of all the boll weevil 
and rain news that the market has 
met with in the past two weeks.

WEEKLY REPORT 
OF FAILURES SHOWS 
SOME INCREASE 


Some increase in failures appeared 
last week, defaults in the United 
States numbering 371. This total 


reported to Dun & Co. a year 
ago. With the increase in number, 
it is not surprising that more de- 
faults occurred involving $5,000 of 
liabilities or over, there being 201 
such insolvéencies last week, as 
against 171 week before last.. The 
ratio of the fallures for $5,000 or 
more in each case is also higher 
at 54.2 per cent, which contrasts 
with 52.8 per cent last week and 46.9 
per cent @ year ago, when there 
were 75 similar defaults. Al] in- 
solvencies considered, the number 
last week is larger than week be- 
fore last in each of the géographi- 
cal divisions included in the state- 
ment, with the single exception of 
the western group. In the latter, 
there is a decrease of one failure, 
whereas an increase of 26 appears 
in the east, 6 in the south and 16 on 
the Pacific coast. 

Numbering 41, defaults in Canada 
last week compare with 49 week be- 
fore last, but largely exceed the 10 
insolvencies reported a year ago. 
Of the current week's failures, 18 
were for 35,000 or more of liabilities 
in each instance, which is less than 
week before last.

Ulster Question. 


Dealing with the Ulster question 
the. bulletin asserts that northeast 
Ulster, if left to itself, would long 
ago have: joined in friendly co-op- 
eration with other parts-of Ire- 
land, but. that an Irish agreement 
is impossible while British interfer- 
ence continues. 

Representing any desire to coerce 
Ulster because it “knows too well 
the futility of such repressions,” the 
bulletin says:

SHIP BOARD STOPPED 


IN VESSEL SEIZURES 


Temporary Injunction Issued 
Restrains Interference 


Until Thursday. 


New York, July 25.—A temporary 
injunction restraining the United 
States shipping board, the Emergen- 
cy Fleet corporation and the Unit- 
ed American lines from interfering 
with the operation of the ships 
seized Friday from th2 United States 


Mail Steamship company was issued 
here today by Judge William P. 
Burr, of the state supreme court. 

The temporary injunction will be 
in effect until Thursday. It was 
issued on application of Bainbridge 
Colby, formerly s2cretary of state, 
who is now practicing law with 
Woodrow Wilson. Mr. Colby ap- 
peared in court with Delaney Ni- 
coll, who also is counsel for the 
company. The injunction is directed 
against A. B. Lasker, chairman of 
the shipping board and six other 
members, as Well as United States 
Marshal McCarthy and officials of 
the United American lines, to which 
temporary operation of the seized 
ships was assigned by the béard on 
Saturday. Its effect for a few 
days at least will be to restore op- 
eration of the ships. to the United 
States Mail Steamship company, as 
they were before the seizure. 

Counsel for the United States Mail 
Steamship company asserted . that 
Justice Burr’s order would permié 
the steamer America to sail from 
here tomorrow under their client’s 
management. 

Meanwhile, word came from Ho- 
boken that the United American 
lines was making its first attempt 
to take physical possession of the 
Am‘rican and George Washington; 

Captain O. W. Koester, vice pres- 
ident of th: United States Mail, in 
charge of construction work aboard 
the two vessels, notified -E. A. 
Quarles, assistant to the president 
of the company, that two men had 
been ordered off the piers by guards 
ree by the United American 
lines. 

The fight of the United States 
Mail Steamship company to regain 
possession of the vessels will be 
“carried to the floor of congress, to 
republican leaders and to the cab- 
declared Mr. Quarles. He 
said it was a fight for the preserva- 
tion of the United States flag on 
the high s2as, adding that the gov- 
ernment would be apprised of “the 
awful mistake made by the ship- 
ping board by playing into -the 
handea of the enemy, into the hands 
of the people trying to take the 
American flag off the seas.”

GREEKS REPORTED 


IN RAPID ADVANGE 


Athens, July 25.—The Greeks in 
Asia Minor have been following up 
energetically the victory they gain- 
ed over the Turkish nationalists in 
the fightine brought on by the at- 
tempt of the Kemalites to recapture 
th. point of Eski-Shhr, on the Bag- 
dad railway, according to official 
advices from the fighting front re- 

zived here. The Greeks captured 
forty guns and took a great num- 
ber of prisoners, the announcement 
states. Within a short time aft- 
er the close of the battle and the 
definite repulse of the Turkish ef- 
fort th2 Greeks had advanced more 
than 25 miles to the east of Esk- 
Shehr, and were continuing their 
pursuit of the enemy towards the 
interior, 

General Papoulas. Gree com- 
mander-in-chief on the Smyrna 
front, in a message to the Greek 
governor at Smyrna, announced that 
the Turks were beaten and were 
retreating, with the Greek troops 
in hot pursuit. 

A dispatch to the Embros from 
Constantinople declares the. Turk- 
ish council of ministers has decided 
to ask mediation for the opening 
of peace negotiations. 

In the southern sector of the bat- 
tle area the Greek troops are hold- 
ing Afiun-Karahissar firmly and 
have advanced their lins toward 
Konieh. 

The Greek line of communications 
in the Eski-Shehr region is official- 
ly declared to be firmly established.
